Judge’s Rulings : 
Cutting Down 
Traffic Deaths 


LOS ANGELES, — Judge Roger 
Alton Pfaff, tough but fair-minded 
war veteran, was becoming one of 
the most talked-about men in Los 
Angeles and his reputation was 
spreading beyond his own bord- 
ers. 

His domain is the downtown Civic 
Center traffic court here, He is 
operating in the manner of a black- 
robed evangelist to stop the ter- 
rific traffic carnage which has been 
rampant here. 

Since he began handing out pen- 
alties, the traffic death rate in 
Los Angeles had dived. Deaths by 
autos numbered 409 in 1947. Aft- 
er only 10 months of Judge Pfaff’s 
term, they amounted to 289—a drop 
of 30 per cent, Los Angeles had 
gone from the highest of the 14 
big United States cities in traffic 
tolls to fourth from lowest. 

The Pfaff crusade was born 14 
years ago when he, a young law 
student, was haled into court on a 
charge of driving through a red 
light. The judge asked for his plea. 

“Guilty, but—"” 

“Five dollars. Next case.” 

The judge recalls that he came 
out of the courtroom “boiling 
mad.” 


The next years were too busy for 
him to devote any time to traffic 
infractions. He was _ graduated 
from law school, practiced in Los 
Angeles, served in the state legis- 
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lature and in the infantry and OSS 
during the war. 


Highway Deaths Shocking 

Returning from Europe, he was 
shocked to observe slaughter on 
United States highways that meas- 
ured that of the battlefield, When 
he was appointed a Los Angeles 
municipal judge in 1948, he sur- 
prised his colleagues by request- 
ing traffic court duty. Most of 
them avoided it. 

Los Angeles drivers now warn 
each other, “Judge Pfaff will get 
you if you don’t watch out!’’ They 
have reason to fear the 42-year- 
old jurist. An offender came before 
him with a record of two previous 
$100 drunk driving fines, He was 
charged with driving without a 
license. 

“T notice in the officer’s report,” 
said the judge, ‘‘that you stated 
you were not going to serve time, 
that you had lived in California 
long enough so that you could ‘pull 
strings’ and pay fines, Well, it looks 
as if you're in the wrong court, 
You can’t buy that kind of driving 
here.” 

The sentence: 180 days in jail. 

Stiff judgments aren’t the only 
element of the Pfaff formula. He 
preaches traffic safety with a zeal 
of a Billy Sunday. Before each ses- 
sion he tells the defendants:

The lectures have paid off, Of the 
200,000 persons who passed through 
his court in 1948, only two percent 
returned. One happy defendant 
wrote the Los Angeles Times: 

‘Maybe it’s the heat! For imag- 
ine receiving a ticket for speed- 
ing, spending the morning in traf- 
fic court, getting fined $20 and 
thoroughly enjoying the conse- 
quences... 

“Truly the judge is a man with 
a mission going far beyond the 
call of duty in a tremendous per- 
sonal effort to assist the cause of 
traffic safety. . .” 


Religious Motto on Coins 
First Used in Civil War 


WICHITA, KANSAS.—It is not 
generally known, but the motto ‘In 
God we trust’’ which appears on 
American coins was put there by 
public demand. It was done during 
the Civil War when religion had 
reached one of its highest points 
during the history of the United 
States, 

Letters by the thousands urging 
some kind of religious motto on 
U.S. coins poured in to President 
Lincoln and Treasury Secretary 
Salmon P. Chase. There is some 
evidence that Lincoln, himself, 
advised such a motto after receiv- 
ing a letter from a clergyman. 
Other countries had followed the 
practice for centuries, 

Chase instructed the director of 
the mint on November 30, 1861, to 
prepare such a device. He said that 
‘no nation can be strong except in 
the strength of God, or safe except 
in His defense. The trust of our 
people in God should be declared 
on our national coins.” 

Several suggested forms of a 
motto were prepared, including one 
that read, “God Our Trust,’’ and 
“God and Our Country.” First use 
of the present motto was on the 
2c piece of 1864, That was the first 
year this coin appeared, and it was 
minted yearly until 1873,

“Yi HAT’S in a name?" Different 
churches have many different 
names for the persons who hold of- 
fice in them, But whatever quarrels 
the churches have had, few of them 
are about these names, The thing 
is more important than the name. 
All of us agree that churches do 
need organization : 

Some people 
would have us go 
back to the New 
Testament for our 
pattern of organi- 
zation. We cannot 
quite do this, for 
one important rea- 
son. Where in the 
New Testament 
would you dig in? 
Would you take the letters to 
Timothy and Titus as your guide? 
There you find bishops (overseers, 
superintendents) mentioned, also 
elders and deacons, but you do not 
find their duties laid down. 

Go back into the story of Acts 
and you will find a place where 
elders are first mentioned in the 
Christian church (11:30); go. still 
farther back and you come to the 
first election of deacons (Acts 6). 

In your first Utopian Church, 
will you model it after the 
three-officer plan, or two, or 
one, or (going back before 

Acts 6) none at all? (Apostles, 

of course, are not now avyail- 

able. 

Scholars in most churches today 
are pretty well agreed that what 
we have in the New Testament is 
not a rigid pattern of organization, 
but rather certain principles on 
which any successful church must 
be built. Let us see what some of 
these are,

one point: A church must 

have leadership. What is every- 
body's business is nobody's busi- 
ness. Some one must draw up 
plans, think ahead. No organiza- 
tion in the world is self-starting 
and self-operating, not even the 
church of Christ. The early church 
knew this, But they elected officers 
only as the need for them arose. 
In Jerusalem there was not a dea- 
con in the place until that emer- 
gency came up in the matter of 
relief. 

In St, Paul’s first missionary 
church (Acts 18, 14) he did not 
get the elders first, and then 
find churches for them, On the 
contrary, he founded the 
churches first and then ap- 
pointed elders for them, 

It would be a good idea for a 
church today to take stock of its 
officers once in a while. Are they 
necessary? For example, do you 
elect a deacon to ‘‘take the place’ 
of one who has moved away, or do 
you elect a deacon to do a job that 
can't otherwise be done?

N°” ALL CHRISTIANS are qual- 

ified to hold office in the 

church, and very few, if any, 
would be equally good in any office. 
A Sunday school superintendent, 
for example, might make a poor 
showing at a prayer-meeting talk. 
A man who can conduct a success: 
ful financial campaign and keep 
the church up to a high level of 
generosity the year round, may not 
be just the man to plan the educa- 
tional program, A lovely sweet 
lady might turn out to be a stupid 
Madam Chairman. 

Paul knew all this and in 
fact insisted on it. Each sep- 
arate kind of job in the church 
calls for distinct qualifica- 
tions, 

Just being a good Christian was 
never enough to insure a man’s 
(or a woman's) being a good of- 
ficer.

A man may have 
such flaws im his character that 
his influence does more harm than 
good, so that even if he is an ac-

From Salt Water Annuatly 


TRAPANI, SICILY.—Many are 
| the schemes and dreams of taking 
treasure out of the sea—but there 
is one man who is making the ocean 
provide him with a fortune, 

He is Rocco Ricevuto, owner and 
manager of the Trapani salt marsh- 
es from which he is taking about 
one million dollars a year. The 
marshes yield about 200,000 tons of 
salt annually for which Ricevuto 
receives an average of $5 a ton. 

Water from the — salt - laden 
Mediterranean is pumped into dry- 
ing basins where the hot Italian 
sun evaporates the water and 
leaves the salt in a growing pile. 

In 1943 fleeing Germans destroyed 
all the plants in the salt marshes 
“because they could have been of 
use to the American troops."’ Rice- 
vuto said he still wonders how the 
Americans could have used the 
salt marsh plants for war purposes. 

‘Destruction was carefully plan- 
ned and faithfully carried out,” 
Ricevuto said. ‘‘When I came back 
after the Nazi-Fascists evacuated 
Trapani, I found that nothing re- 
mained of the plants my father 
had built with loving care through 
50 years of hard work, 

“For a year I came here every 
morning, and studied how .much 
of the rubble could be salvaged

cided that I must do something to 
make the plants work again. We

OOR ORIGINAL 
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SOIL CONSERVATION 


(By Louie Edwards) 

Lespedeza sericea, often called 
“Poor land alfalfa” is being pla- 
nted on a large scale by coope- 
rators of the Wiregrass Soil Con- 
servation District, Several farm- 
ers are planting as much as 20 
acres or more in sericea this 
spring. Bruce Penuel, who is in 
the dairy and beef cattle busi- 
ness, has already planted 25 
acres; Rex Forehand is getting 
ready to plant 25 acres; A. L. 
and Harris Moates are planting 
20 acres; Dr. E. L. Gibson is 
planting 15 acres and J. P. Mc- 
Waters is putting in 10 acres. 

These are a few of the many 
farmers that will plant over 400 
acres of sericea. This sericea is 
being planted on steep, eroded or 
otherwise poor crop land, Be- 
sides furnishing grazing for the 
livestock, their sericea will im- 
preve their land and protect it 
from erosion. The areas being 
planted to sericea were selected 
when the farmers made their 
soil conservation farm plans. 
Soil Conservation Service work- 
ers made the soil surveys and 
assisted the farmers in making 
their plans. 

After sericea is astablished it 
-can be overplanted with winter 
crops such as crimson clover, 
fescue grass, rescue grass; and 
caley peas. The sericea adds ni- 
‘trogen and organic matter and 
holds the moisture which is nec- 
cessary for most winter crops te 
succeed. 

At least eight different graz- 
ing and soil building crops are 
growing on B. E. Harris’ river 
farm, north of New Brockton. 
He has large acreages of lupine, 
sericea, crimson clover, and ca- 
Jey peas. And he has smaller 
areas in red clover, white dutch 
clover, fescue grass, and rescue 
grass. Mr. Harris believes he can 
satisfy the cow with even the 
choicest appetite when all his 
grazing crops are well estab- 
ished.

Fund Left to Kids 


WINCHESTER, VA.—On  Vir- 
ginia’s highest court rests the faith 
of 400 children at John Kerr pub- 
lic school. For the children are 
hoping the court will return to them 
the $85,000 ‘‘bubble-gum trust’ 
left them by ‘‘Old Man Henry.” 

They were  disinherited under 
ruling of a corporation court judge 
who ruled that the strange bequest 
of the late Charles B, Henry was 
invalid. The judge awarded the 
estate to Henry’s relatives. 

When Henry, an 80-year-old curb- 
side merchant, died he specified 
in his will that the income from his 
estate should be divided each 
Christmas and Easter among the 
John Kerr pupils. 

He wanted them to spend it as 
they chose—on ‘‘bubble gum _ or 
toys,’’ or otherwise. He just wanted 
them to ‘remember old man 
Henry.’’ Each child would have re- 
ceived under the bequest between 
$5 and $10 a year. 

The lower court judge ru'ed that 
the trust fund was not a charitable 
trust, that it did not provide for 
educating the children, and that the 
net effect would be to tie up Henry’s 
estate for all time. Thus, he said, 
it violated the rule against the crea- 
tion_of, perpetuities, _ 


supreme court. 
Suit in the case was brought by 
Mrs. Harriett H. Taylor,
